None of the prior art of record teaches the combined features of the instruction 
register which stores two instructions; the decoder decodes the two instructions, the 
first execution unit and the second execution unit; the instruction parallelizing/executing 
means for executing the two instructions designates the first execution unit as a target, 
in parallel by allocating one of the two instructions to the second execution unit, the 
parallelizing/executing means converts one of the two instructions to another equivalent 
instruction that designates the second execution unit as a target.
